Photographing the Stars. 


The success which has attended the efforts | 

to photograph the stars has led the princi- 
pal astronomers of the world to agree to- 
gether to construct a photographic chart of 
the universe. The details of the plan have 
not yet been decided upen further than that 
many of the leading observatories of the 
world are to take part, and that every por- 
tion of the sky is to be represented. The 
undertaking, 1f successfully carried out, will 
be one of the most wonderful and interest- 
ing achievements of this century of wonders. | 
Its importance to succeeding generations of 
astronomers, for instance to those of the 
thirtieth or fortieth century will be perceiv- 
ed when it is reme nbered that the so-called 
fixed stars are actually tlying in every con- 
ceivable direction, toward us, away from us, | 
to the right, to the left, northward, south- 
ward, eastward, westward ; but that owing 
tothe immense distance and to the brief 
span of human life a single observer discerns 
no centre of theirmotionand in ** attempting 
to perceive their change of place gets some 
such sense of motion as comes trom a mo- 
mentary glance at an express train crawling | 
along a river bank miles away.”
